1.  VITAL  STATISTICS  OOMffiNT. 


(a)  The  IvHd  Year  Estimate  of  population  is  lov/er  than  last  year  and  therefore 
materially  loT/er  than  the  Census  figure.  It  is  not  at  all  clear  why  there 
has  again  been  a  reduction. 

(b)  The  Birth/death  rate  shov/s  an  inverse  ratio  for  the  second  year  in 
succession  and  this  trend  must  be  looked  at  very  carefully.  The  birth  rate 
is  much  loY'er  than  the  average  for  Bigland  and  V/ales  but  because  all  the 
figures  relating  to  the  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  are  small  they  must 
be  subject  to  very  considerable  fluctuation. 

(c)  In  the  causes  of  death  diseases  of  the  blood  vessels  supplying  the  brain 
are  now  in  second  place  and  because  these  are  nearly  all  in  older  persons  it 
gives  point  to  the  fact  of  the  ageing  of  the  population  to  which  reference 
is  made  below.

(d)  There  was  only  one  infant  death  so  tliat  a  rate  can  hardly  be  recorded.

The  supplies  in  general  have  been  well  maintained  but  vl-th  the  exception  of 
that  from  Bussoy;  Heservoir  are  not  treated,  I  have  pointed  out,  before  that 
the  Council  must  take  the  responsibility  for  this  position  since  they  do  not 
choose  to  take  the  advice  of  their  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 

The  main  event  of  the  year  has  already  boon  anticipated.  This  was  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Amalvoor  Scheme  whereby  the  Hamlet  of  Halsotovm  and  the  Steeple- 
Tank  arc  now  supplied  by  gravity  from  this  Source. 

Certain  developments  have  arisen  subsequently.  These,  D.ro  mainly  duo  to  the 
high  acidity  of  the  Y/ater  because  of  dissolved  peat  acids  and.  its  consequent 
fiction  on  load  pipes  as  well  a.s  a.  tendency  to  dissolve  copper  . especially  in 
hot  Y/atcr  cylinders  and  to  show  giocn  stains  in  the  presence  of  -  soap. 

The  source  v/as  put  into  supply  temporarily  in  November  but  had  to  be  dis¬ 
continued  until  proper  arrangcmenlja  -wore  made  to  dcai  v,ith  this  difficulty. 

In  this  connection  it  should  bo  remembered  that  a  "casca-dc"  by  allovdng  free 
C02  to  escape  will  reduce  the  a.cidity  to  some  extent  but  unfortunately  the 
stops  of  the  ca.scadc  ha.ve  of  ncoossity  to  bo  relatively  .small  with  the  result 
that  at  times  of  heavy  flow.'-  the  wa.tcr  sr/eeps  over  the  cascade  which  thereby 
loses  some  of  its  effect.  It  will,  therefore,  bo  necessary,  certainly  in 
the  winter  and  pcrha.ps  to  a  lessor  extent  in  the  summer,  to  add  lime  or  some 
other  similar  chemical  to  bring  the  v/ator  to  about  neutral  point. 

In  HalsctoY.m  a.  standpipe  supply  is  no’,.-  available  but  although  in  many  in¬ 
stances  the  condition  of  the  houses  ha.rdly  justifies  the  expense  it  should 
bo  understood  thal  vith  -  Aator  being  brought  so  close  there  must  soon  be  a. 
demand  for  service  pipes  to  brin^g  it  into  the  houses.  It  will  also  no\/  be 
possible  to  supply  rwYter  to  the  irwo  Council  houses  at  Balnoon  \:hich,  built 
before  the  war  out  in  the  blue,  hi?.vo  hcid  up  till  now  neither  Y/a.tcr  nor 
so-.;crr,go. 

3.  SE.',ERAGE. 

(a.)  Iiola.nt.  I  imust  again  refer  to  the  very  iiiportant  matter  of  the  sew/ering 
of  Lelant,  The  difficulties  a.*re  nianifest  but  so  far  no  real  attempt  has 

been  made  to  consider  them  seid'ously  except  in  so  far  as  they  bear  on  the 
problem  of  controlled  tipping  c^f  refuse  on  the  saltings.  It  seems  that  at 
the  very  least  a  scheme  could  be  put  to  the  linistrj''  in  general  outline  so 
that  their  viev/s  could  be  obtained.  This  is  most  certainly  not  one  of  the 
problems  r/hich  ty  deferment  ■'.ill  solve  itself.

(b)  Hal3oto\7n.  The  advent  of  a  water  supply  and  the  mch  greater  usage 
of  water  that  will  result  inevito.bly  brings  up  the  question  of  sewerage. 

At  the  present  time,  arrrjigemonts  are  not  being  nedo  to  deeJ.  with  this, 
though  it  is  a  matter  that'  cannot  bo  shelved  since  the  drrinngc  fall  from 
the  houses  is  towards  the  top  part  of  the  Bussovr  Reservoir  gathering  ground. 
The  need,  therefore,  to  dd  something  about  the  sewering  of  this  Hrmlet  is 
inporativo. 

4,  INF.'ElGTIOUo  DISEASE. 

(a)  General.  This  again  \7r.a  fortunately  at  a  relatively  lov/  level. 
Immunisation  against  diphtheria  procooded  steadily  especially  through  the 
priv  -tc  practitioners.  It  is  hoped  that  the  combined  injections  agrdnst 
diphtherir.  ^'.nd  \;hooping  cough  vdll  moan  that  more  and  more  parents  v.ill  give 
their  consent  though  it  must  bo  admitted  that  the  public  arc  not  as  afraid 
of  diphtheria  as  they  ought  to  be.  In  the  unprotected  child  it  is  still  a 
murderer, 

(b )  Food  Poisoninc?.  As  v/ill  be  seen  from  the  Appendix,  two  cases  were 
notified,  \Paen  the  oases  of  food  poisoning  './ere  being  investigated  it  was 
found  that  one  of  the  food  handlers  in  one  establishment  had  an  infective 
condition  on  her  hand  which  a^as  possibly  the  cause  of  the  outbreeJe,  This 
simplj'"  emphasises  the  fact  that  human  agency  is  the  principal  reason  '/hy 
cases  of  food  poisoning  occur.  Carelessness  in  washing  of  hands  after  using 
the  toilet,  or  unsatisfactory  provision  by  the  managements  -  or  indifference 
or  ignorahee  of  the  danger  in  the  case  quoted  above,  mean  that  b}''  cdLl  possible 
methods  the  -point,  must  be  made-  to  everyone  that  the  human  element  is  the  main- 
factor.  '  A  great  deal  could  be  accomplished  by  the  various  Hoteliers  Associ¬ 
ations,'  and  for  the  Staffs  by  their  Trade  Unions,  Thej^  must  bo  made  to 
unders-tand'  that  there  is  un  essential  obligation  to  the  public  but  i-l:  is 
significant  tho-t  these  co.ses  occur  nec^rly  al'ra3'-s  ^.t  times  ^7hen  manc-gement  and 
staffs  arc  almost  rushed  off  their  feet,  and  from  the  emploj'-ors*  point  of 
view  when  it  is  thoreforo  difficult  to  put  off  sick  an  en^jloyoe  who  roallj'- 
cannot  be  spared,  'Tliis  is  whore  the  Trade  Unions  should  realise  that  their 
dutj'-  to  the  public  may  conflict  adth  the  interests  of  d  pam-ticulc.r  individucil. 

In  addition  certain  tins  of  fdroign  pork  ^-nd  ham  T/oro  found  to  be  contaninr.tod 
with  B  Coli  and  Proteus  oiganisms,  ■  In  this  case  the  ca-ra.ngements  for  cooking 
these  products  must  have  left  somctliing  to  bo  desired, 

5.  HOUSING. 

(a)  During  the  370 a r  the  Council  buii^.''32  houses  v/hilo  8  wore  oroctod  by 
Privc.tc  -aitorprisQ.  The  Council  continued  theit'' policy  of  building  a.t  the 
Pcnbociglo'  Estate  and  a-b' They/artha ,  Uarbis  Bay,  ^  It  should  bo  remombered  th  .t 
^/c  L-ro  now  on  the  higho 'buildii-ig  sites  in  dhoyBorough ,  the  former  in  addi¬ 
tion  faocs-  north  a-nd  it  ,is  all  the  time, .bocomihg  more  and. more  remote  from 
the  main  shopping -.r-rea.,  ‘  As  rog'ards  this  lavst  point , -although- the  building 
of  a.  genorrj.  shop  \rr.a  projected,  obviously  this  phnnot  ta.ko  the  place  of  the 
tovm’s  main  shopping  district.

(^)  Old  Peaole.  'Haere  still  appears  to  be  no  adeqaiate  provision  for  the 
housing  of  old  people.  I  have  mentioned  on  several  occasions  the  absolute 
necessit^a  for  some  sort  of  provision  on  a  suitable  site  './iTich  must  be  reason- 
ably'-  level  and  not  too  far  from  the  centre  of  the  to-..n  and  it  is  hoped  that 
Coronation  Year  will  be  raa.rked  by  a.  scheme  ./hi oh  '.dll  prove  of  pemuanent 
benefit  to  some  at  lea.st  of  the  mrn3a  old  people  in  the  Borough. 

Members  of  the  Council  may  be  get-tdn,g  tirid  of  m3''  frequent  reference  to  this 
most  important  matter  of  the  care  of  the  old  pooplo  but  the  agoing  of  the 
populadion  is  such  thad  it  is  useless  to  adopt  an  ostrich- like  adtitudo.

(c)  Housing  Points  'Scheme.  The 'Points"  Spherae  at  present  operated  by"  the 
Council  does  not  in  ray' opinion  ^ve^,  safficiept  weight  to  cases  supported 
on  raedical  grounds  or  -^rhere  there 'i^'’ statutory  overorov/di'ng.  Nearly 
three  years  ago  the  I'/Iinistry’ s  Central  Housing  Mvisoiy  Coniraittee  issued 
a  booklet  suggestiiig  a  scherae-'v/’nich  provided  for  both  basic  and  balancing 
points  T/hich  v;ould  then  shov:  up  those  cases  in  greatest  need.  I  raust 
strongly  support  this  and  suggest  that  the  present  scheme  be  revised 
accordingly.  At  the  same  time  it  v/ould  be  advisable  to  issue  applicants

One  case  had  to  be  brought  before  the  Justices  so  that  an  ^Order  could  bo 
made.
